.THE METOHOSIN ELECTION, 
This event oarne oil on Saturday, and re- 
sulted in the election ol Dr. Ash, the close of 
the poll showing Dr. Ash 26 and Mr. Elliott 
8. Many of tho former gentleman's voter; 
had promised to vote for Mr. Elliott, some 
oven working for him up to tho morning of 
tho election ; but tho old froo port screw was 
put on, and tho " froo and indopondeut," had 
to do as thoir master or master's bade them. 
Some, indeed, to save a portion of their sell- 
respect, refused to vote at nil. Altogether 
thero was tho usually unscrupulous character 
nbout tho free port contestants. One young 
gontlomon from Wharf street wont far enough 
to attempt to volo on his fathor's r ower of 
attorney ! and would undoubtedly have done 
so, supported as ho was by a Wharf street 
crowd, hud not his voto been challenged and 
the oath presented. Dr. Ash's return wus 
protested agaiust on the ground that it was 
William Ash who had been proposed nt tho 
nomination, but John Aoh who was elected— 
a fact which throw iho bangora-on around 
Dr. Helmckeu as well as the worthy doctor 
himself into a state of trepidation. The 
whole affair, howovor, passed off quietly, and 
short speeches wero made at the close 
by both candidates. Boing the first glimpse 
of sunshine the free port party havo received 
throughout the prcsdnt to them disastrous 
political yoar, they might woll bo excused for 
indulging in extravagant rejoicings. Small 
favors aro thankfully receivod by the repeat- 
edly defeated and tho success at Motchosin 
which makes thorn no stronger than they 
were before Mr. Bumaby resigned is a small 
fayor indeed. When FalstalF courageously 
plunged his sword into tho dead Percy ho 
took elaborate pains to show that ho was the 
victor in a deadly contest— our froc port 
friends nro successful emulators of tho ludic- 
orous Sir John, and aro already blustering 
over that immense battle fought and won by 
twenty-fivo electors who havo never yet 
dared to voto nccording to their inclinations. 

The election o; Motchosin is over, and Dr. 
Helmcken's pockot borough has returned i)r. 
Helmcken's Esculapiuu candidate. Wo had 
hoped it would have been otherwise; but 
appears that Metohosin to-day is still tho 
Metohosin of old, with its twenty-five elec- 
toral sheop driven up by Bhophord llelmeken 
to the McKenzio shambles. Poor unfortu- 
nate creatures, many of them had proinised i 
as we have shown, in an independent momcut 
their support to tho Tariff candidato, but they 
were obliged at the eloventh hour to drink 
bad whiskey and deep humiliation to the 
dregs, and voto for the faviUa of the free port. 
Common schools and a duty oo brandy smash 
may produoo a change; in tho meantime;, 
we must acknowledge that the position of 
Metohosin is impregnable to union and tariff 
assault. 

We seek not to inquire what peculiar pres- 
sure the Speakor of the House is able to put 
upon tho unfortunate settlors, but of all mor- 
tifying punishments that which obliges a man 
to do what ho himself acknowledges is fast 
driving him to beggary must bo tho most in- 
tolerable. Thanks, however, to the other 
farming districts, inconjunction with tho city 
of Victoria, tho sheop of Motchosin will bo 
saved in spite of themselves and their pas- 
toral guides. Tho politioal position of parties 
in the Assembly is tho samo now ns it was 
before the election. Tho tariff members pre- 
sent the samo impregnable phalanx. 

There is one featuro, however, in the late 
Metcbosin contest which tho pooplo of Vic- 
toria, as well as the members of Assembly, 
will do well to bear in mind, and that is the 
nervous anxiety and active interest taken in 
it by the same free port individuals who tried 
during the last Victoria oloction, by twenty 
dollar pieces and gross intimidation to 
shako tho purity and independence of our 
oitizens. These men have got thoir ling"rs 
burned onco, and burned pretty seveioly ; 
but it is evident thoy want another" scorcher," 
They have boon treated too mcroifully by 
tho victors, and like all smalb-minded people 
have attributed our forbearance to '(oar or 
weakness. It is clear it would havo ; been 
more genuine mercy to havo dealt with them 
summurily. While they have been using all 
tho petty-minded and malignant instruments, 
in tho free-port laboratory to injiiro publicly 
and privatoly their opponents, tho latter liuvo 
troatod thoir puorilo cfiorts ns tho good- 
natured mastiff treats tho snaps of tho impo- 
tent cur. The our, however, is growing, lrom 
thia over-generous treatment, too great n 
political nuisance, and wo shall havo to ad- 
minister to him, the ensuing session, a lashing 
that will send him back to his kennel. howl- 
ing as whip! curs invariably do. 

Tho twenty-five freo and Independent 
sheep of Motchosin have got, thanks to the 
tricksters of tho olden days, tho privi- 
lege of sending two member! to the 
House of Assembly, while Victoria, with its 
two hundrod and forty tariQ voters, can only 
send in four. This is u state of affairs that 
requires alteration. Tlm inhabitants of the 
capital of Vancouver Island must possess a 
larger proportion of representatives, not on 
the grounds ol any political expediouey — lor 
n gonaral election to-morrow would send into 
the Assembly at least twelve torif] niombers 
out of tho fifteen — but on the principles of 
justice. 

In conclusion, wo congratulate Hr. Helruok- 
on on his success in retaining his dutiful 
flock in thoir primitivo adhorenco and sim- 
plicity. Wo havo scriptural authority for 
extolling good shepherds, and wo aro willing 
to oxtond our admiration to the clevor ond 
experienced workman, wherever ho can bo 
found, oven though ho havo no finer clement 
to manipulate than tho pottor's olay. The 
dootor, huwovor, wo aro afraid will bo no 
great gainer by his success. Ho hus already 
had Mr. Hurnaby as M», obedient politician

An Outrageous Phocekdinq— On Friday 
afternoon tho entire community was startled 
by a most malicious canard circulated by somo 
wicked and designing persons nflecting tho 
credit of tho Bank of British Columbia, and 
so swiftly did the report gain currency that 
small traders, Chiuameu and others holding 
notos of that bank wero rushing round en- 
deavoring to pass them away at a discount. 
Although it was well known in commercial 
circles that tho rumor was wholly without 
foundation, tho opportunity could not be 
missed by our unscrupulous morning contem- 
porary, tho Chronicle, for fanning tho flame 
by adding to the ill-begotion excitement. 
As a natural consequence a rush wus made 
upon the bank during the next forenoon, but the 
prompt manner in which tho demands wore 
met and the sight of some $100,000 in coin 
upon tho counters restored confidence before 
the bank bad been called upon to redeem 
more than 812,000 or $14,000. FIfforts aro 
being mnde lo discover the sourco of the 
scandalous rumor, and wo hopo they may bo 
successful ; for had the infamous attempt suc- 
ceeded in obstructing the operations of the 
bank, it would have paralysed the commerce 
ot this city to an oxlent beyond calculation. 
The design happily hod the opposito eflect of 
creating increased confidence in this institu- 
tion, which we have roasou for stating was 
never iu a more flourishing condition than at 
present, and is doubly ablo to withstand tho 
most formidable rush that could ba mudo on 
its exchequer. 

Confirmation Service — Yesterday after- 
noon, at threo o'clock, oighteou ladies, two of 
whom were married and the rest young girls, 
and about twenty young gentlemen, mostly 
officers and seamen belonging to H.M.S. 
Sutlej, were confirmed at St. John's Church 
by tho Right Rev. Bishop Hills, assisted by 
the Ven.

Our London Correspondence. 

London, Sept. Bti, 1885. 
THE queen. 
Her Majesty returned yesterday from 
Coburph, and is now at Windsor. On the 
12th *he gees lo Balmoral, but " when comes 
Lock " is not announced. It was hoped that 
s!io was about to emerge from her retirement, 
bocauso when she went down to Woolwich 
to embark lor Belgium, she permitted others 
than tho officials to witness her nrrival at 
and departure from the pier, and whilst in 
Coburgb appeared more in public than she 
had for a long while past done. Whether she 
has been again offended by a leading article 
in the Times, calling her ntiention to the ful- 
filment uf bur various public duties, or not, 
no one out of the Court circle knows, but 
certain it is that on her return she bos beon 
much more persistent in preserving an incoy* 
nxta than sho had been for tho last six 
months. Not only did she arrive several 
hours before she was expected, but sho would 
allow no ono but tho officials to rooeive her, 
and started instantly for Windsor by special 
train, without showing herself to her sub- 
jects. All this is very silly and is rendering 
her most unpopular, giving riso lo various 
rumors not at all calculated to elevate her in 
public opinion. Those about her say she is 
more obstinate than ever, which out of door 
folks interpret as u proof of mental disease 
That she is under so great a malady is, how- 
ever, very far from the fact. She is as clear- 
headed as ever and as business like, but she 
has now and then such violent bursts of griel 
that she feard she could not command herself 
were she lo venture more into tho world. The 
longer she delays the more unlikely is it that 
this feeling will v.u.i. n. 

T1IK CATTLE PLAGUE. 

I regret very much to tell you there is no 
diminution in this fatal disease, although it 
is oonfined to London and only one or two 
counties at present. The general idea of 
those understanding cattle murrain is that the 
present attack is one of typhus, and that lit- 
tle or no hope of amelioration can bo given 
until colder weather sets in. Tho intenso 
heat of thu last six days has been terrible. 
The thermumcter has stood at 87 degrees in 
tho shade and 1 12 degrees in the sun for lour 
out of the fivo days, but to-day it is 
oooler, since a heavy thunder storm pasMod 
over us this morning, and has cleared the 
atmosphere. Tho logs as at present oalinjated 
by the death of bullocks, cows and calves, 
■xcecds a million of money! Eurl Granville, 
when he went with tho Queen to Coburgb, 
left 130 cows at his farm near ESnfield, all 
uiid and .veil. On his return he lound only 
one that escaped the plague. Miss Burdett 
Coutls lost every cow ol her herd ; and lato 
report in every direction is of a similar na- 
ture, save us 1 have said in some of tho coun- 
ties. The most stringent measures are 
adopted to prevent the importation of di- 
seased beasts, and inspection i3 insisted on to 
the widest extent ; but in spito of all the care 
taken tho mischief is far from being over. 
The prices of meat and milk uro becoming 
very heavy, and a sod prospect is boforo us 
for the winter anyhow, whether the disease 
be ourod or not. A great deal of discussion 
still goes on as to whether it bus been engen- 
dered hero or been imported from abroad ; 
still the malady is not neglecud on this 
account, and every measure likely to be ser- 
viceable is resorted to with tho utmost 
promptitude. The French government has 
jeeome so alurmed that the ports aro closed 
igainBt the importation of any cattle from 
Great Britain, Belgium und Holland, whilst 
it Vienna a veterinary congress is sitting 
with a special view to tho mitigation of 
the disease by sanitary measures. Earnestly 
do J hope to give you more satisfactory news 
on ibis topic in my next letter.

PRANCE. 

The Emperor and Empress havo loft Paris 
for Biarritz, and the long talked of interview 
with the Queen of Spain is expected to come 
off to-duy. Tho Emperor loses no opportu- 
nity ol making known his good will towards 
Spain. In an audience he granted a few days 
ago lo the new ambassador from Madrid, ho 
expressed the groat value ho attached to the 
Spanish alliance. The two nations, ho said, 
had no rivalries e.nd their iuterests wero 
identical. Count Walewski has resigned 
his office of senutor nod has boon appointed, 
President of the CorpB Lcgislatifin the room 
of the luto Due do Morny. The Princess 
Anna Mural, who was overturned in a car- 
riage on arriving with the Emperor and Ktn- 
press ut Noufcbatel tho other day, does not 
auom to have escapld quite as easily us was 
at first announced. One of bar eyes received 
somo injury but co permanent mischief is 
likely to result. Tho other ladies who wero 
injured ore going an favorably, but the foot- 
man, whoso ancle was broken, has had to 
undergo amputation. 

AN EMEUTE. 

Tho playgoing people of Lyons have for 
some time pusl be«n in a state of great ex- 
citement in consequence of tho Prefect hav- 
ing decided thut tbe old custom of each now 
actor being obliged to undergo tho ordeal of 
Ihioo debuts was by tho law on tho liberty of 
theatres, entirely abolished. The Direc- 
tor of Theatres, notwithstanding tho re- 
quests addressed to bim by tiio habitues ol 
the Grand Theatre to ullow tho audience to 
pronounce on Iho merits of the performers as 
heretofore, declared his resolution not to do 
so, ind on the eveiingof the 1st iostant pub- 
lio feeling culmieated in un emeute. The 
performances could not proceed in oonse- 
quenoe of the yells of tho people, nnd the 
theatre was ultimately, with some difficulty, 
cleared, A portioe of thu rioters then went 
to tbe house of tin Director to give expres- 
sion to their feelings, and some went to ihe 
Theatre des Celesths, into which they broke 
und almost gutted it, smashing seals, lamps 
and windows. A jarty of dragoons speedily 
arrired in tirno lo prevent further mischief 
and the riotors retiied ; but public feeling is 
so violent it is expected tho Director will 
have to resign his office. 

AlirBSINIA. 

It is gratifying tc know that tho English 
prisoners have beou released and nro now oo 
their way to Euglanl, King Theodore having 
yielded to tho exorions of Mr. Russam in 
behalf of his countrrmen. It is to be hoped 
this creature will hereafter bo lett to 
himself and never noro applied to for mis- 
sionary or any other purposes. 

PRUSSIA. 

An interview botwten the Queon nnd tho 
King of Prussia was to take placo at Darm- 
stadt on tbe Cth insl&it, but at present no- 
thing has been permitted to transpire about 
what was 8:iid and donj, if those two crown- 
ed heads really did ;onfabulato. Matters 
do not go on well in Prassia. Not only havo 
conventions against Dinmark been settled 
with Austria which a-3 offensive in overy 
respeot to other Govertments and especially 
so to Franco and rather humiliating to Eng- 
land, but the internal alluirs of tbis German 
kingdom are as far oil ai ever froir settle- 
ment. The murder of llerr Otto, Prince 
Allred's|cook, by theyoun; Count Eulenbergh 
who is permitted to go at large because 
he is a noble, has made t stir not only at 
Bonn, where the crimo w»s committed, but 
all over the continent ; yet tho King and bis 
Ministers have done notninj in the mutter to 
satisfy publio indignation. It was thought 
ns tho poor man was a domeitic iu our Royal 
Family and a French subject — he wns a 
native of Alsace — that the Government of the 
two kingdoms would havo talcen up the sub- 
ject. As yet, however, there is no sign that 
they will do 60. I shall bo inxious to know 
whether anything was said ly tho Queen to 
the King about so villainous a matter, 
amongst other subjects for conversation, or 
whether tbe interview wns one of moro 
courtesy. Ono thing which kas grievously 
ollended publio opinion is tkat tho Crown 
Princo of Prussia took the Drother ol tho 
murderor to Cobnrg on tho occasion of tho 
coieuiony of inaugurating thestutueto the 
I'rince Conscrt, as his aide-de-oamp ! II the 
Prussians had any of the elan cf the PVeueh 
in their nature neither King or Crown 
Princo would much longer hold state and 
power in Germuny. 

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Not only has this capital boen visited by 
cholera, whore its ravoges hare been so 
awful, but intelligence has arrited to tell of 
farther devastation by fire. Wtien the last 
telegram was sent 2SQ0 houses, including 
mosques, kiosks and residences had fallen 
bolorc tho flames, which wore still extending.

FUR/THE It AIIOUT Till! EXPLOSION OK TIIK 
YOSEU1TB. 

San Francisco, Oct. 14,— The wreck 
of the Yosomite has been towed down to 
this city nnd is now lying at the Potrero. 
The cause of the explosion is a mystery. 
Tho evidence before tho Coroner, at Rio 
Vista, yesterday, was abundant and pos- 
itive to the ell'eet that there wns no lack 
of water in the boiler. The guago cocks 
had been tried less than two minutes 
before the explosion, and showed four full 
cocks of water in tho ho ler, which would 
leave from 25 to 30 inches above tho flue. 
Tho safety valvo was blowing off strain 
under a pressure of 25 pounds. The 
Yosemite register allowed 35 pounds. 
The steamer had been detained from live 
to seven minutes at the landing. The 
only reason for the exnlosiou, that the 
engineer is able to give, is that there was 
some concealed defect in the iron which 
could not be discovered by an examination 
t the boiler. Of ono thing both tho 
engineer and other officers of the boat 
aro satisfied, and that is : the unsound- 
ness of the theory that boiler explosions 
aro always owing to a lack of water, for 
there can be no doubt that there was an 
abundance of water in the boiler of the 
Yosemito at tho time of the explosion. 
The theory advanced in tho report sent 
from Sacramento yesterday, that the 
oxplosion was caused by listing ol the 
boat, which threw the water too much on 
one side of the boiler, is scouted as absurd 
by tho officers, who, liko tho engineer, 
can only account for the catastrophe on 
the supposition that there was somo 
hidden imperfection in the iron.

S. Hasse, of Sacramento City, was cut 
in the face ; A Finkhauseu, of Snn Fran- 
cisco, badly scalded and wrist broken ; J 
W Haskin, blown into the river and swam 
to the opposite share, slight concussion ;

The expense of her 
repairing will doubtless amount to 
$20,000,

last sad honors to tho departed. The 
bodies of Stevenson, Jacks, Leslie, Dukin 
Sutherland, Bauer, Champion, Regeos- 
burger, Mayer and others, are at Grays, 
Those of Senator Seaton, the boy Johnson 
nod Henry Rogensberger have been taken 
to their lato residences, and tho bodies of 
Fallon and Major, arc at Massey's. Tbe 
bodios of J. II. Barnes and Mr Kelly 
wero brought down by the Antelope lust 
evening. 

Sinco the above was written, we learn 
that the body marked O. C. Jacks, is that 
of Henry Bethel. The mistake arose 
from tne fact that Mr. Jacks had just 
handed his drinking flask, marked with 
his name to Mr. Barnes, und the Husk 
was found in his baud. The body of Mr, 
Jacks has been sent to Napa for burial. 
Tho funeral will tnko placo to-day. The 
remains of Mr. Butler will bu buried to- 
day by the masonic fraternity.

The 
subject was the Canadian defences, and 
it was a mixture of broad humor, eccen- 
tricities and good sense. Sam Slick the 
cloekmaker, and Sum Slick the attache, 
are characters which will long live in 
English literature. The poor old man 
sunk very gradually and at last died sud- 
denly, and without a traeo of pain In his 
pleasant house at Isleworth. Although 
he was certainly an extremely old person 
— quaint in his manners and grotesque in 
his opinions — he was greatly esteemed and 
even beloved by those who knew bim 
best. 

Sir George Brown, the well-known 
commander of tho Light Division in the 
Crimea has nlso-pussed away, ne was a 
kind hearted man but a strict disciplinar- 
ian in small matters ; and during the 
Russian wur, had a particular objection 
to long bnir and profuse whiskors. The 
ancient uncomfortable "stock" was also 
an object of veneration to him. 

The Pall Mall Gizetle begins nn 
article on the Far-West of British 
America in this fashion :— 'If tho British 
Government will build one-third of our 
fortifications, and guarantee the loan with 
which wu will build tho other two-thirds, 
and give us an intercolonial railway, and 
make us a present of a million or so square 
miles of territory, we will allow it the 
privilege of defending us with the whole 
forces of the empire. That would really 
not be an unfair description of tho bar- 
gain which the Canadian envoys have 
succeeded in driving with Mr- Ourdwell.' 

Tho whole article is written in this 
spirit ; tho impression provails that the 
Canadian Ministers made an extremely 
good bargain, and that Mr. Cardwell was 
no match for them. 

THE BRIDG E RI VER MINES. 

The roport of Mr. Jamieson, the com- 
mander of tho Government expedition 
sent to Bridgo river, appears in Saturday's 
Columbian, introduced by the following 
letter ; — 

'lhe Magistrate at Lillooet to the Hun. A. 
y. Birch. 

Lillooet, B. C, Oct. 10, 1865. 

****** 

I enclose Mr. Jamicson's report with a 
specimen of gold found ou Cadwalla 
tier's Creek. 

The result of the expedition is regarded 
here us highly satisfactory. All the men 
composing the party havo taken up claims 
and recorded them ; and in addition I 
have recorded ,-uine twelvo claims to-day. 
******

(Signed), A. C. Elliot. 

Lilloost, Oct. 9th, 1806. 
Silt, — I havo tho honor lo u-port lor the 
information ol His Honor tho Officer Ad- 
ministering the Government, that iho party 
sent out by you, on the part of tho Govern- 
ment, and under my command to prospect 
for gold in that beclion of country lyinj; lie 
tweea Ihe Cbilaooalen and Bridge Rivers 
have Nucoeeded in finding aold in paying 
quantities at various points on the head 
waters of the lailer Htream. 

The party left Lilloottt un the 7th of Aug- 
ust U-t, travelling by tho way of Fraser 
River as far a< lii^ l!,ir, Irom thence in a 
westerly course until Qallaher Crook was 
struck, ihe lirst point at which gold was 
found. Thin roundabout course was ohusep 
Irom tho laol that it was kuown that pack 
animals could bo taken into the country by 
this route. John Qallaher (one of tho parly) 
having been hern in tho previous sumiiur. 
As your report concerning our operations on 
ibis creel: has alrou'ly been published, it is 
unnecessary lo say more on tho subject here 
except to state my decided opinion, I Torn 
evidence that will presently appear, that 
coarse gold in paying quantities will yet be 
lound in the deep uhannol id Ibis crook. Ol 
eourtu wo ounld very easily havo built a 
wheel to drive the pump, aud thus put down 
a shaft in a regular form ; but in doing so 
wo Nhould in all probability havo spent 
all the timo ut our disposal (being strictly 
limited to two months) in proipeotirig 
a piece of giound, perhaps four feet by 
six feet. As il was now quite evi- 
dent that tho original channel was ut a yruut 
depth, immediately ul'lcr your doparturo wo 
moved tho camp about twelve miles down 
stream in order to try various other streams 
in that locality. The accompanying sketch 
will give an idea ol the routo travelled and 
tho relative positions of tho various strcama 
on which gold bus been found ; nothing fur- 
ther than this is uttuuipted in this sketch, the 
distances and bearings hulng merely guoeseil 
at, as tbe only Instrument I bad with mo, a 
small pocket compass, was lost while only u 
low days out. 

Tho next creek tried was that marked Clear 
\V ntor ; it is one of thu brunches ol TyauKhton 
or Uallaher Greek. Nothing of any conso 
qtionco wsb found hero oxoopt a (ow spooks o, 



tho sketch is Goossborry Oreok, a small 
stream flowing nearly duo west, and lulling 
into -the main stream nearly oppo«itc tho 
Clear Water. About a mibi from tho mouth 
of thia creek some coarse gold was found in 
tho bed rock, which in this instance proved 
to be sofl and full of crovices ; it wns only u 
small spot, however, uud although tried at 
various points nothing further of consequence 
was found. Enough, however, wus found In 
provo that coarse gold is to heobtained in this 
section ; and if it is anywhere it is most 
likely to bo found in the deep original chan- 
nel of the main stream. 

I now determined to cross Bridge 
River und get on to tho South Fork and 
its tributaries where, 1 wus assured by 
ono of the party, (B. Cndwallader) who 
had been there before, that much hotter 
prospects would bu found. 
It was near tho end of September before 
we got to the placo where tho best pros 
pect was found on this sido of tho river, 
having had literally to cut our way nearly 
all ti c distance through a mass of fallen 
timber anil underbrush with which tho 
whole fuco of the country is covered 
The streams also wero greatly swollti 
from recent rains which had lallon almost 
incessantly for some eight or ten days, 
thus preventing us from prospecting, und 
rendering it dangerous in somo instances 
to cross tho creeks. 

It was thus that by the time wo got to 
the place wero we intended to operato it 
\>as almost timo to turn round mid go 
back. However having found n place 
that satislied me would pay, and in order 
to test it as thoroughly as circumstances 
would permit, I hud a couple of sluice- 
boxes made and set tho men to work to 
wash as much of the dirt as possible in 
the short time that we had at our dis- 
posal. In the meantime I, in company 
with Cndwallader visited various other 
branches of tho same Stream, finding gold, 
more of less, wherever it was tried. 

The bed-rock in this part of the country 
is of precisely tho same kind of slate as 
that found on Williams Creek in Cariboo, 
and, from the general appearance of these 
creeks, will be found at no greater depth 
than from threo to ten feet. The facili- 
ties for working these streams could not 
be better, ns they have plenty of fall, 
abundance of water and any quantity of 
excellent timber near at hand. 

Numerous veins of quartz of good ap- 
pearance may be seen all over this sec- 
tion ; some ns much ns lour feet in 
thickness. 

Gn our return to camp I found that the 
amount of work dono did not much 
exceed one half day's work for one man 
with the proper facilities, the men having 
had to throw the dirt from the one to the 
oi her in order to reach the boxes, and us 
there were only two boxes used, a great 
deal of the gold must necessarily have 
boeu lost ; yet notwithstanding all this, 
nine dollars ($D) of coarse gold aoS 
washed out, taken entirely from about 
three feet in depth of the too gravel. 
The bed-rock at this point wus hard and 
smooth, and consequently but littlo was 
found on it. At other places, however, 
in the same vicinity where the rock is 
soft, as much as three bits (37^c.) to the 
pan has been found. 

Being thus fully sntisDed that good 
paying diggings hud at last bceu found, 
and our time having expired, we at once 
returned homj with all possible speed 
reaching Lillooet on the 8th inst Ou 
our return home, we camped at the mouth 
of a largo creek, marked Gun Creek on 
tho sketch ; it falls into Bridge river some 
ten or fifteen miles below the South Fork, 
and on the opposite side. I washed seve- 
ral pausful of the top gravel at various 
places on the bars of this creek, and am 
fully satisfied that from §5 to $S per day 
can be made hero by using quicksilver in 
sluices. 

The shortest nnd hest way to get at 
these mines is unquestionably by following 
tbe main stream of Bridge River.
